THE AMERICANS, 

If the versatility of American character is 
remarkable, the opportunities for its display 
are commensurate. One man plays many pari?, 
and it often happens that he plays them well. 
Two extraordinary instances are now belort* 
us. 

A journeyman printer, brought up in the 
office of Mi. Poulson of Philadelphia, fouud 
the field in which he moved too narrow for his 
ambi'ion, and on coming of age, he turned 
stage-driver and afterwards pedler. He next 
became schoolmaster in New Jersey, and sub- 
sequently figured as the captain of a Duck river 
sloop; this latter occupation soon lost the 
charm of novelty, and he resumed his occupa- 
tion at the press. In 1834, he was officiating 
in Virginia as a methodist minister, and after- 
wards gave lessqns in penmanship and Poonah 
painting in Pittsburgh — practiced the Thomp 
soman system ol medicine at Guernsey, Ohio — 
edi$qd a.paper in Kentucky — superintended a 
finale seminary at Louisville — and finally set- 
,tj^{||aowu as a farmer. We next find him fig- 
uring in the Legislature of Tennessee, and 
mouthing the usual political topics. 

Printers are proverbial for versatility. Ed- 
win Forrest was originally' a typo , and left the 
composing slick lor the buskin and truncheon. 
But our next instance is even more remarkable. 

Judge Lewis, of Lycoming, Pennsylvania, 
one ol our rno-t distinguished jurists, so Jateas 
1817, was a journeyman printer on the N. Y\ 
Daily Advertiser, he afterwards returned to 
Lycoming — established a village paper, which 
he edited with spirit and talent — studied law 
during his liouis of leisure— t ame to the bar — 

appled succes-fully with every obstacle, and 
fought his way to distinction. He was elected 
to the legislature — became Attorney General of 
Pennsy lvania, and from that office he was ap- 



Pong urs In a work published not long

“Mix lime water and sweet oil together, and 
apply the liquid with a feather or soft rag to 
the wound. The lime water and oil will form 
in the proper proportions a while inixlure, ra- 
ther thicker than cream, and should be stirred 
until they become of this consistence. Under 
the application, the pain of the severest burn 
instantly subsides, and if duly renewed, it is an 
effectual cure. J his application is not gener- 
ally known, anil as we have seen its efficiency 
frequently tested, can recommend it as the spee- 
diest und safest that can be used. 

Cure for Diarrikea. — The following is said 
to be a certain cure for diarrhoea. It should be 
cut out and preserved : 

Parch half a pint of rice until it is perfectly 
brown : boil it down as it is usually done, eat it 
slowly, and it will stop the most alarming diar- 
rhoea in a few hours. 

Tooth Ache — The following is said to be a 
cure — an infallible one, some persons think : 
“To a table-spoonful of any kind of spirits, 
and the same quantity of sharp vinegar, add a 
tea spoonful ol common table salt. Mix them 
wel! together; hold the liquid in the mouth so 
that it can enter the cavity or hollow in the 
tooth. It will give almost instantaneous relief 
without any increase of pain.”

We commend the readers of the Gazette to 
an article from the Pittsburgh Saturday Eve- 
ning Visiter . It is a paper for which wc do 
not exchange; hut has been handed us by a 
friend, and we with greit plea-ure comply with 
his wishes, by inserting the article in the Ga- 
zette.

We may well believe that 
the power of this man. whether lor good or evil, 
is extensive, and that a journal so well estab- 
lished and extensively read as the Courier and 
Enquirer, must have a vast influence on the 
public mind.

Powerful in argument, yet he resorts 
to calumny to support his views; a coward at 
heart, he plays the Hector on all occasions, 
when an opportunity offers.

j the basest slanders, he must needs fight with 
every man who adopts the same unwarrantable 
course of conduct. He refused to receive the 
challenge of William Leggett, an editor, be- 
cause he considered him no gentleman ; he re- 
fused to meet the player, W ood, on the same 
grounds; he suffered his Irientl to be kicked 
down stairs by Duff Green, when that friend 
bore a challenge to the castigator, Irom him, 
Webb, and considered it no breach of honor to 
suffer this to pass unpunished. He challenged

civil authorities by Cilley, would have brought 
infamy upon himself, and, if we ara to believe 
Webb and his party, would not have saved 

him. 

The remarks of the Visiter relative to Doctor 
Duncan, are enigmatical to us. Some of his 
observations previous to the duel were doubtless 
obnoxious to censure. But on the ground, he 
attended as a surgeon, not as one of the parties; 
and if the charge made ugainst him, for his con- 
duct subsequent to the duel is true, it has escaped 
our notice.

MORALS OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH 
CONGRESS. 

THE LATE MURDER. 

I 

It is wilh much relustance we approach the 
subject of the late fiend like murder of a mem- 
ber of the American Congiess, by an associate. 
We like not to be the cnmmeniaiors of deeds! 
which are preenant with evil consequences, and 
reflect no honor on that high Legislative body, 
which is necessarily and justly implicated ; but 
while we shrink from the effects of such tran- 
sactions, we cannot, as public journalists, avoid 
expressing our honest indignation, that such 
actions should be, and yet find those willing to 
cast the veil of ill-judged policy over them, if 
not appearing in the light of defenders of this 
hsnorible system of butchery. We have been 
lor years painfully alive to (he impurity and 
moral corruption prevailing the Congress of the 
United States. We have observed a high hand- 
ed and insolent spirit making its way into the! 
councils of the nation, and by trampling court-] 
esy and respect under its teel, winning for itself 
a notoriety, alike discreditable to the Legisla- 
ture and Legislator. What has been the char- 
acteristic feature in the proceedings off ongress 
for many preceding years? John Randolph as- 
sumed the mark of eccentricity, the better to 
display his vulgar insolence; it was tolerated by 
the public body ho disgraced, anil the precedent 
thus established, a host of imitators succeed-d' 
him — Poindexter, Jenifer, Wise, Bynum, Cilley, 
Duncan, and many others. The forum was 
changed to a gladiatorial arena, and the weap- 
ons used were vulgarity and personal abuse ; the 
debates have been characterized by impurities 
of speech, outraging common decency, and 
worthier a bagnio than the halls of legislation ; 
threats have been used for purposes of intimid- 
ation, and pistols cocked at the heads of witnes- 
ses. The Committee rooms have been made so 
many dram-shops: and lastly. Party has rear- 
ed her head over prostrated Justice, nail while' 
the lip poured fourth its unwholsome slaver, the 
eye menaced, and the murderous weapon was 
halfunsheathed on the floor ofour National Le- ( 
gislature. 

In the eyes of the American people these 
things have been depicted, and these ounage- 
tolerated. The bravo has bullied on through 
hi»term,and been re elected by hisconstituents. 
The public sanction has been given to transac- 
tions of the darkest age, and we can scarce cen- 
sure the representative, while thus upheld by 
hisconstituents; but do not such pictures indi- 
cate a spirit more in keeping with the days of 
Catharine De Medicis, and the regency of Anne 
of Austria, than worthy of the American Con- 
gress and the nineteenth century ? And yet we 
boast ourselves unenlightened people, dwelling 
under the institutions and mild reign of an en- 
lightened age! 

Nor is the press of the day without its share 
of censure in bringing about this stale of things. 
The press, the political press, and the men who 
direct it, have turned aside from its indepen 
dence, and, for the sake of party, cloaked vice 
in the garments of honesty, and made measures 
subservient to the cause of faction. Every op- 
ponent of its political creed has been stigmati- 
zed as dishonest, and every rogue put forth for 
party purposes eulogised on party grounds. 

The columns of these mercenary journals 
teem with coarse invective, based probably 
upon truth, but fashioned in the trappings of 
falsehood; the brawling ruffian in the halls of 
Legislation is esteemed beyond reproach, ami 
the moderate and wise turned over to endure 
the sneers and contempt of the senseless paiti- 
zan ; the representative is sustained by hi« par- 
ty in all his measures, whether right or wrong, 
and draws encouragement to continue bis reck- 
less career, from the inflated eulogism of the 
soulless, and too often ignorant journalists en- 
dorsing his political opinions. The Press, the 
noblest and proudest agent in accomplishing 
the great ends of Liberty — intelligence, social 
order, and free opinions, lays its power at the 
feet of the political Gamaliel, and turning aside 
from its high prerogative— the guidance of cor- 
rect opinions, prostitutes its honor anil honesty 
in the support of outrage, misrule, and murder. 



I under the quotation of his own words, in the 
' case of Leggett , ‘that he was no gentleman ;’ 
and, passing over his brawls in the streets of 
New York with the publisher of an ubscure 
penny print, with many other affairs of honor 
smothered in embryo, we find him at Washing, 
ton City challenging the Hon. Jonathan Gilley, 
because the said Honorable had said that Jas. 
Watson Webb had sold himself for $52,000 to 
the Bank of the United States! There is no 
sensible man in the community who believes this 
trumpery political falsehood ; but there are thou- 
sandswho do believe that in his abuse of Webb, 
Cilley had hut sent back the poisonous weapon 
so often resorted to by Webb, in the absence 
of sufficient grounds for accusing members of 
Congress, &c., of dishonesty and want of de- 
cency. Not able to provoke a meeting, he as- 
sociates with him two gentlemen, and with mur- 
derous weapons about him, pretends to seek his 
enemy, that he may maim or murder him, back- 
ed by the support and countenance of his 
friends! Let us turn from the contemplation of 
a character capable of meditating sjch an as- 
sassin like act. 

Hon. Jonathan Cilley . — The grave has closed 
over the remains of this victim of the false law 
of honor, and we would fain passover his share 
of this catastiophe in silence. With advanta- 
ges beyond those of most men, enjoying high 
public honors, possessing talents, fortune and 
an unblemished name; the husband and father 
of a pure and youthful household, he yet dared 
to peril them all on the chances of a rifle shot, 
and the result has been, the sundering of those, 
family ties which he could not guard toosedu-j 
lously, and which his own band has parted. — | 
The fame of years, the gathered affections of 
kindred and friends, rest with his remains in 
the tomb of the duellist; and although the 
empty honor of a hollow parade marked his 
descent to the sepulchre, yet reason, and his 
country, cannot forget that he was false to his 
trust as a legislator, husband, father, and man. 
It was no extenuation of his crime that he was 
murdered. His hand was lifted ag inst the 
murderer, and the spirit as it passed away, bore 
the commingled elements of pride, hatred and 
anguish on irs wing Jonathan Cilley, as the 
representative of Maine, was not called upon to 
give any other reply to a challenge to mortal 
combat than through the officers of Justice. — 
He was in Washington, as the moiaiist. no less 
than the legislator, and it was his duly to have- 
tunned in contempt from the insolent demands 
of Webb, and the silly assumptions of Graves. 
But he was a man of honor, and feeling thus, he 
outraged the moral feelings of his constituents, 
cast a stain upon the records of Congress, and 
threw away the life that belonged to hisunpro- 
fected family. He died the first victim of the 
lawless character of debate in the national leg- 
islature. II his death suffice to arrest the evil, 
ami cause reform, his blood will not have been 
shed in vain, 

Hon. W.C. Graves . — We pity this man. for 
cold as the heart must be which could act as he 
has done, yet the unnatural murder he has com- 
mitted must rack him whenever memory — and 
he cannot escape her fangs — leads his mind to 
the field where he slew his fiiend, without pro- 
vocation, and in an unholy cause. There can i 
be no excuse offered lor him, none. Governed 
by a contemptible spirit of punctilo, heassntn- 
od the quarrel of another, and when on the 
ground, acted in a manner so sanguinary and un- 
warranted , as to realize the words of the man 
he murdered, that they thirsted for his blood. — 
He goes forth in the ey es ol his fellow men con- 
victed of manslaughter, only saved from the 
more correct title of muider by the barbarous' 
tustesof the age. Four times deliberotely did 
he raise the deadly tube against the man, who 
even then declared he felt no animosity against 1 
him, and against whom the murderer could 
have no possible cause lor offence, &■ all in obe- 
dience to a puncti.io as contemptible as it was 
false. We envy him not his slumbers, and ob- 
ject to his being allowed to retain his seat as a 
lawmaker in the halls ho has stigmatized and 
polluted. 

Messrs. Wise and Duncan . — We class these 
worthies together, although the latter gains 
something more than hi- original impurity in 
being associated with the former, whose course 
as a public officer has been uagentlemauly and 
course. 

Henry A. Wise has gained for himself a dis. 
honorable notoriety and certainly deserves to 
be considered the bully of the American Con- 
gress Never allowing an opportunity to es- 
cape him where there was a cfiunce for a dis- 
play of his abusive talents, he has done more 
than any other man to bring a reproach upon 
the body with which hi- is concerned. His 
agency in the murder of Cilley was direct, and 
the flimsy covering he throwsover the transac- 
tion in his famous expose deserves that but lit- 
tle or no credit be attached to it. Subsequent 
di*cio-ures prove that the attempts to adjust 
the difficulty on his part was feigned, and he 
stands before the insulted public convicted of 
being accessary to the death of a man who ne- 
ver injured him. As to Dr. Duncan, his part 
in i he tragedy is indirect, but his conduct since 
has been grossly culpable. Intent on bringing 
further odium on Congress — already looked 
upon with a snspicious eye hy the reflecting 
portion of the community . he spends the time 
belonging to his country in dealing out vituper- 
ation upon Webb, who in return, makes use of 
the paper under his control to style Dr. Duncan 
a ruffian. If acts are to be taken as evidence, 
both gentlemen will find but few to oppose their 
claims to the respective t ties so classically bes- 
towed by each upon the other. 

Hon. Geo. W. Jones — The haste displayed 
by this whipper-in to the death of his friend 
cannot be too severely censured. Whatever 
may have been his motives, and we incline to 
the opinion that his friendship for the deceased 
was sincere, although in the expression of it he 

, ^ conformed to the false code of a false principle; 

Reeking with pollution of its own generating, he must have seen that the death of one of them 
it too often becomes the curse of the community would ensue from the extraordinary cousre 
in which its baneful presence is tolerated. j | they were adopting, and his position warranted 



him in demanding that the proceedings be stay- 
ed after the first fire, at all events after the se- 
cond. But he seems to have regarded the bu 
Isiness with the eye of an amateur, and in con- 
junction with the gentlemen lookers on, held 
the life of a fellow being to be nought, when 
opposed to the savage pleasuie derived from 
wilnessipg a scene, equal in horror and atroci- 
ty to the scenes pictured forth in the history of I 
ancient Rome, when Caligula was its monster j 
sovereign. 

Of these men, one, the first mentioned, is an 
editor and is beyond the action of Congress for 
his crime. The strong arm of Justice is unfor- 
tunately impotent here, hut public opinion may 
reach him and by dragging him from his bad 
eminence teach others of the profession, if in- 
deed there be any so vile, that when the con- 
ductor of a public journal loses all regard for 
the moral sense of the community and outrage- 
in his person the laws of God, the verdict of po- 
pular indignation will be, execration towards, 
and a refusal to support him by its patronage. 
If the good and wise deplore, as they have suffi- 
cient cause to do, the licentiousness of the ma- 
ny who supervise it, they have an oppoitunity 
now offered them of destroying the evil by 
prompt and tree denunciation of Webb. He 
has outraged the feelings of the community, let 
the community rise in its strength and rebuke 
his atrocity. He is unworthy ol the rank he 
has heretofore assumed in the editorial profes- 
sion, let the high minded and honorable mem- 
bers of the Press resent the outrage by denoun- 
cing this man, and in declaring him a disgrace 
to the profession, remove the impiession that 
there are any so servile as to screen him in his 
lawlessness. 

In approaching the othei actors in the trage- 
dy we are painfully aware that they are all 
members of Congress, and entrusted by their 
constituents with the dearest rights of a free 
people — the power of making their laws. They 
are a portion of the assembled wisdom of the 
natson, and the world recognises them in the 
light of sages gravely delibera'ing upon mea- 
sures calculated to strengthen and perpetuate 
onr political and social i list it is t ions. That the 
world is correct ill the duties it assigns them, 
the veriest tyro in the arrangements of our Fed- 
eral Constitution is well aware; but have they 
been employed as their duty and their oath de- 
manded? No! The dishonored few whose 
conduct we have alluded to ahove, have made 
the halls of legislation resound with their bra- 
vado and insolence, and as if all this was not 
sufficient, they have written their history in 
blood, and taken their seats in the Capitol, fe- 
lons in the eye af morality — would to heaven 
that the laws they have insulted also considered 
them in the same light! 

And what remains for the Congress thus 
branded through their misconduct? Must the 
virtuous and just herd with men whose hands 
are red with the life hlood of a fellow creature? 
Shall it be said that the representatives in Con- 
gress whose souls sicken over this atrocious 
butchery, calmly heard the tale and smiled up- 
on the murderers? Will the American Congress 
suffer the disgraceful imputation to go forth 
that they harbored and protected assassins? It 
would seem so, for the murderers of Cilley are 
still to be found among the lawgivers in the 
Capitol, and no attention is paid to the part 
taken by them in his death ! A contemptible 
subterfuge, unworthy of the Senate has been 
introduced as a salve for the wounded feelings 
olthe people; and the House of Representatives 
has instituted an enquiry so technically arrang- 
ed as to seem everything, and mean uothuig; 
and the Committee entrusted with the business 

ill probably report upon the inexpediency of 
further proceedings, or if they do have the 
moral firmness to report against the as-aesins, 
they do it with every chance of being pistoled 
or stilletoed themselves 

Placing the affair in this light — and we are 
correct — the question presents itself, can the 
people do nothing to coerce. J ustice, should she 
prove tardy? They can; and one concentra- 
ted demand made by the citizens of this Union 
who are opposed to hisnorable murder would 
send these men from the National Legislature 
with the brand of infamy upon them, end the 
mark of Cain so conspicuous as to leach all who 
value life and limb to avoid their dangerous 
path. 

It is public opinion that has established the 
principle of settling disputes by duel. The ill- 
jnged countenance of some and the unpardona- 
ble apathy of others has made duelling fashion- 
able and necessary. Hitherto, the man who 
refused to give honorable satisfaction to every 
Hotspur who challenged him, would stand a 
chance of being sneerpd out of good society, 
and exiled from friend-hips held dearer than 
life. Rather than encounter the one danger, 
the alternative of the duel is accepted and life 
is too often the piice. 

If then public opinion established this false 
code, the same can destroy it, and now, while 
the Washington tragedy is fresh and the memo- 
ry of Cilley yet warm, let all who would crush 
the monster come forih and array themselves 
for a crusade against it Let the cities ami the 
hamlets of the Union, press upon Congress the 
necessity that the murderers be expelled, and 
the first and most important step will have been 
gained. It will teach a lesson to others, who 
otherwise aping the conduct, no matter how 
brutal, of the supposed Great, will consider 
t hems. lve« bound to set tie all differences as they 
were disposed of hy the Washington clique. — 
Congress has the power to expel these men. — 
The course is sanctioned by high precedent 
from the proceedings of the British and French 
Parliaments, and if such be the power of Con- 
gress, why should the masters of Congress hesi- 
tate to demand that justice be done? What 
says the friends of good order and law? 

MECHANICS’ FAIR. 

The Committee to who, was referred 
the subject of establishing an annual ex- 
hibition of the Ohio Mechanics’ Institute 
beg leave to submit the following 

appeal 

To the Mechanics, A- Deans and Ar- 
tists of every kind in the city ol Cincin- 
nati, the Stale of Ohio, and throughout 
the Western States. 

The Ohio Mechanics’ Institute was 
originally designed to advance more im- 
mediately the true interest ol that por- 
tion of tbe c 'mrnun ty whose name it 
distinctly hears. It was denied a mat 
ter of the first importance, Utal a class 
ol’ citizen# so numerous, usetul and in- 
despensuble , as that to whom this appeal 
is made, should even where be so insiruc- 
led as to qualify them for sustaining a 
high and respectable position in society; 
aiid, it was believed tnal sneh an instilu- 
tulion might be eminently useful in at- 
attaining that end. In accordance with 
this view of the subject, the Institute 
was establiehed; but its foundation was 
laid sufficiently broad to embrace vari- 
ous other important interests, some of 
which have have already been attended 
to with results extensvely useful. Sev- 
eral courses of lectures, well attended, 
have been given in this institution, on 
Natural Philosophy, the principles of 
which have been fully demonstrated by 
the aid of a Philosophical Apparatus, (a 
donation to the institute bv the late dep- 
ths D. Garrar ) and which is probably 
more extensive and perfect than any o- 
ther in the Western country. The In- 
stitute is also in possession of a valuable 



Library, which hss been used with great 
advantage especially by Apprentices and 
young Mechanics. Thus it may be seen 
that while this institution is peculiarly 
well calculated to improve the condition 
of Mechanics and Artisans, it is peculi. 
arly well adapted to extend a beneficial 
influence to every other class of citi- 
zens. 

Mechanics and artizans must always 
compose a very large portion of the pop- 
ulation of every community. In all 
things, therefore, pertaining to the pres- 
ervation of their dearest .lights, to the 
security of person and property, they 
should be seen to exercise a saluiary in> 
fluence corresponding with their num- 
ber; but this can never be the case, un- 
less thev are prepared for it by a proper 
cultivation of mind. For all disinguish- j 
ed worth in the man, or success in the; 
arts, depends upon intlleclual advance 1 
ments. Surely then, it i# an imperative 
duty which they owe 10 themselves, and 
to all others with whom they may be as- 
sociated, to use every means within their 
control for the accomplishment of that 
important object. The agriculturists and 
jother classes of citizens, combine nnd| 
unite (heir efforts in forming societies, 
and establishing institutions for advan- 
cing the interest, and raising the stand- 
ard of their respective callings or pro- 
fessionsjand why should not the me- 
ichanirsand urlijnnsdo the same? Why 
should they be slow nr.d backward in 
sustaining an institution which may be 
justly called their own. and which can 
I be so used as to confer on themselves 
and the public incalculable advantages? 
'There is reason to believe that they are 
not insensible to the importance of this 
subject, and are, in fact, ready for imme- 
diate action. 

Among the many important uses to 
which the Ohio Mechanics’ Institute was 
designed to be applied, is that of estab- 
lishing an annual exhibition of skill in 
the mechanical and fine arts. Such ex- 
hibitions have been f und bv experience 
not only in the large eastern cities ofour 
own country, but in Europe to be the 
best means of exciting emulation among 
the ingenious mechanics and artizans, 
and of making known to the community 
at large their respective merits. They 
draw from obscurity the most valuable 
specimens of art, and bring into favora- 
ble notice the ingenious but unassuming 
urtistg. It is thus that this institution 
may become the interresting and efficient 
organ cf communication between the ar- 
tists and the public, and open for them 
the way to a liberal patronage. 

The question now arises, will the me- 
chanics and artisans sustain the Ohio 
Mechanics’ Institute by furnishing it 
wilh specimens of their skill for annual 
exhibitions? Or, in other words, which 
express at once the real question will 
they sustain themselves and be true to 
their own best interests? Or will they 
permit the ingenuity and skill <>f the 
western artists to remiin neglected and 
unknown, and to languish for want of pai 
tronage, while thousands of dollars are 
annually sent across the mountains and 
even beyond the Atlantic, to purchase 
those articles which can be made aeeheap 
and of equal quality at our own doors? 
The alternative is before them, and it is 
presumed, they will not hesitate which 
to choose. 

With a view then to extend the utility 
of the mechanics’ Institute, its Directors > 
purpose to establish an Annual Exhibition 
where ingenious mechenics’, artisans, 
and artists of every kind, may find an op 
portuoity to have their respective merits 
known and appreciated by the communi- 
ty nt large. The 16th, 17th, and 18th 
of May, have been fixed upon for the 
first exhibition. Therefore, artificers of 
ail denominations in the useful, ornamen- 
tal, and fine arts, not only in Cincinnati, 
but throughout the State, and elsewhere, 
are respectfully invited to prepare such 
articles as they may think bust adapted 
to display their proficiency and skill in 
their respective arts and professions. ; 

The ladies are also respectfully mvi- ! 
ted to prepare for exhibition at ihe fair 
of the Ohio Mechanics’ Institute, such 
articles as they may deem most suitable 
to display their taste and ingenuity. 

Due notice of the place of exhibition 
and other requisite information will be 
given .

WASHINGTON, March 21, 1838. 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

The morning hour was occupied in the 
rece, non of Reports from the severul 
Standing Commiliees. 

Mr. CAMBRELENG, from the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, reported a 
bill making an appropriation for the sup- 
pression of Indian Hostilities in Flori- 
da. 

Several other reports were presented 
during the morning, but none of them, I 
believe, of much importance. 

THE FRONTIER, 

The resolution introduced some days 
since by Mr. Fillmore, of N. Y. upon 
the subject of the attack on the Caroline 
and the British outrage at Schlosser, was 
taken up for consideration. 

Mr. McKLVl was in favor of indefinite- 
ly postponing the whole subject. 

Mr, FILLMORE zealously opposed 
this disposition of it. 

Mr AD.-W1S more zealously opposed, 
and asked Mr. MoKtin to withdraw his 
motion. Mr. Adams referred to the part 
taken by the Assembly of Upper Canada 
in reference to this affair, and censored 
in strong terms the bel igerent and vin- 
dictive spirit of the authori ies in Cana- 
da . 

Mr. McKI.VI pressed his motion to 
postpone. 

Mr. FILLMORE «aid the subject was 
one of great ttiipoi lance, especially to 
Ins consT.uents. He hail not long since 
presented this subject before the House 
in the form of a memorial from a great 
number of Ins cons- ituents. He had i 
himself not long since presented this 
subject before the House in the form ofa ; 
memorial from a great number of bis 
constituents. That memoriul was before 
the Committee of Foreign Affairs, and! 
the information called for by the resolu- ] 
lion before the House was necessary to 
give a proper direction to the actions of 
that committee. Instead of calming the! 
public mind by rejecting the resolution 
as Mr. McKim had affirmed it would, Mr 
Fillmore contended that its effect would 
be to increase present feeling and excite- 
ment — while that Iceling and excitement 
would be allayed by the adoption of the 
resolution . 

Mr. FLETCHER, of Vermont, said 
that this subject was of great importance 
and one in which his constituents feel 
much iuteres. Three months had elaps 
ed since this outrage was committed, 
and it was high time the subject was act- 
ed upon. 

Tne vote was then taken upon the mo- 
tion to postpone and the motion was 
lost. 

. The resolution was tnen adopted, when 
the House proceeded to toe orders of the 
day, being the Regular Appropriation 
Bill for the Civil and Diplomatic Expen- 
ses of Government. 

Mr. Halstead of N. J. spoke at some 
length upon a proposition to strike from 
the bill four thousand dollars for a jet 
rVeau in the Capitol yard, Mr. H. spoke 
at leng'h upon this bill for (he purpose 
of contrasting the expenses of Mr. Ad- 
am’s Administration with the Adminis- 
tration with that of Gen. Jackson and 
thus far of Mr. Van Buren. 

Mr H. gave a great numherof statis- 
tical facts for the purpose of showing 
the increased expenditures since Mr. 
Adams went out of office . Mr. H, also 
compared the expenses of the Adminis- 
trations of all preceding the pas’ and 
present with Mr. Van Boren’- and Gere- 
ral Jackson’s. In 1828, the contingent 
expenses of the two houses of Congress 
were $100 000; now the bill asks for 
$100,000 lor the contingent expenses. 
Then the messengers and runners of the 
House received about $6000; now about 
$25 000. Mr. Halstead staled columns 
of such facts as these — -bowing the av- 
erage increase ol all kinds of expendi- 
tures to be about three fold. The uni- 
ted appropriations had increased from 
more than $13,000,000 to more than 
$35,000,000. 

After Mr. Halstead had concluded 
Mr. BYNUM, the member from North 
Carolina, followed in reply, in a speech 
full of threats and personal remarks up- 
on Mr. H. for making the speech he had 
made. 

UNITED STATES SENATE. 

Petitions were presented from Mr* 
Wright upon the subject of Ihe late tin 
el — from Mr. Burlvanui against the an 
ue.xutinii.nl Texas an I upon the subject 
of Slavery and the Slave Trade. Some 
unimportant miscellaneous business was 
attended to, when 'he Senate resumed 
the consideration of the bill, — some days 
be ore the 'lie Senate, — tor changing the 
time for holding the United States Courts 
hi the- Southern Districts. The bill is 
not disposed of. 

SUB TREASURY BILL. 

Tbe SUB-TREASURY BILL came 
up at one o’clock — Mr. Southard entitled 
to the floor in continuation and cnclustoa. 
of his speech begun yesterday. The 
Senate did not adjourn last evening un- 
til between five and six o’clock. 

Mr. SOUTHABD continued his re- 
marks upon the policy of the Adminis- 
tration and its measures. Mr. S. spoke 
for about an hour and a half, when an 
awful< pause of some minutes took place, 
The pause was broken by a motion to 
take the vote upon theirnportant amend- 
ment before the Senate- — the Bill of Mr. 
Rives. 

The vote was taken arid' decided a- 
gainst the amendment, 29 to 20 — three 
Senators being absent . One of the three 
Senators came in nnd asked permission 
to vole Objections were made, and l he 
vote was reconsidered. The question 



came up again on the vote of Mr. Rives’u 
amendment, which was negatived by 
the following vote:

throughout the summer, you are at liber- 
ty to do so. In that event, vou will es- 
ahlish posts at Tampa, and on the E is- 
tern Shore, and wherever else they are 
in your opinion, necessary to oreserve 
the peace of the country; and I would 
suggest the propriety ol leaving Colonel 
Zuduck Taylor, of the Firs; Infant! y, in 
command of them. In moving norih 
with voiir forces, you inav make similar 
arrangements with the other bands. I 
deem it, however, of great itnporiace that 
every exertion should be made to cltas- 
it set the marauding Indians, who have 
committed depredations upon the inhabi- 
tations of the people of Middle Florida 
I beg you will address yourself to Col- 
enel James Gadsden for information on 
this subject ; and you mav , if you think 
proper, yield to his suggestion of leaving 
a battaliion for the protection of the peo- 
ple in that neighborhood. It is hoped, 
however, that you will he able to put it 
out of the power of these Indians to do! 
anv further mischief. They ought to hej 
captured or destroyed. As soon as, in 
vour opinion can be done with safety, you 
you will reduce your force of mounted j 
men from Georgia, Alabama, and Ten.

LATE FROM THE ARMY. 

Infornia'ion has been received at t lie 
War Department, from Fort Jupiter, 
Florida, as late as the 7th March, which 
states, 'hat up to that time, more than 
three hundred Indians and one hundred 
and fifty Seminole negroes had come in. 
From information derived from them, it 
was believed that Sam Jones and his par- 
ty were lying concealed on the Island of 
the Everglades. Alligator and his par- 
ty on the west of the O-kec-cho- bee; and 
Co-a go.-0-chee, with his band in the 
swainpsofSt. Lucie. It was also re- 
ported there, that many of the Mickasn- 
kies were making their way in small 
parlies of two, three and four, back to 
the Wahoo and VVitlilacooche. It is evi 
dent that they will not fight again, if they 
can avoid ir, their sole object being to 
get out of the way of ihe whites, and pro 
cure the means of subsistence. It is be 1 
lieved that nearly all their cattle have 
been destroyed, and most of their horses 
captured. Abraiiam says that there are 
not more than ten or fifteen negroes left 
in the nation . 

In order to search the Everglades, 
and if possible to find and dislodge the 
Indians from the Islands, six companies 
of artillery under Colonel Bankhead 
have been sent from Indian river to 
Key Biscay ne, where they are to take 
boats and proceed by New river into 
the Everglades. Major Lauderdale 
with two hundred Tennesseeans and 
a company of the 3d artillery under 
Lieutenant Anderson, are already on 
New river having marched from Fort 
Jupiter on the second instant. Lieut. 
Powell of the navy is lo co-operate in 
this movement, which will give Col. 
Bankhead a moving force of nearly six 
hundred men. — Globe. 



From England — The packet ship 
Siddons, Capt. Britton, arrived yesteiday 
from Liverpool, bringing papers to Feb.

The Bank has recently 
found so little demand tor money, that the 
amount of its securities had fallen to £, 
22,589,000. It is usually £10,000,000.1 
A London paper of the 1 ith says “Amer- 
ican securities are nt request here, and ' 
some of them have advanced 1 or 2 per' 
cent this week.” — Balt. Amer. 

From recent accounts of the manner 
in which General Henderson, the Texan 
Envoy, has been received in London, it 
would seem that the British Cabinet is 
fully alive to the importance ofcultiva- 
ting friendly relations with this new 
Sovereignty.

It she lie in need of manufac- 
tures she will buy from our Northern 
workmen just as readily as she will from 
the British, provided they can sell as 
cheap, and we see good reason why our 
brethren cannot supply heron as good 
terms. As for the admission of Texas, we 
jmust confess that we see nothing but e- 
jvil likely to arise from it. Jealousies a I 
ready too rife will be increased by it, and 
rivalry of in'erest will be extended. As 
jfor territory we have already more than 
enough, and we doubt whether any thing 
jis to he gaiued by an accession of popu- 
lation such as our neighbor has to offer.

THE BRITISH AGENT IN THE 
BANK OF THE U. STATES. 

The name of this functionary is Cow 
ell, and there seems to be but two things 
known about him; first. that he comes 
| from London; and next, that he his a 
room in the Bank of the United States 
Beyond these two facts, all is surmise 
and guess and guess work as to ihe mis- 
sion of ibis mysterious functionary. It 
is certainly the first time that ever any 
person, much le>s a stranger from a for- 
eign country, was allowed to occupy a 
room in the bank without being an offi- 
cer in (he institution. A station within 
the walls of a bank is a very responsi- 
ble and a very confidential one; and we 
presume there is not an American citi- 
zen employed in any bank in the United 
States who is not under heavy bonds 
and securities; but here is a foreigner 
admitted lo live inside the bank of the 
United States, without anj known busi- 
ness or connection with the Bink, and 
w ithout any known conformity to the re 
sponsibilities under which all those em- 
ployed in and about the bank are placed. 
What then, is his mission? What his 
object — what his employment — wlmt his 
authority — what his connection with the 
institution? He must have something 
to with it, otherwise he would not be in 
it; he must have authority, otherwise he 
would not be recognised; his authority 
must be great, otherwise he would not 
he accommodated wijha room ofhis own 
like the president and cashier. In this 
mystery and uncertainty the most preva- 
lent opinion is, that this gentleman is 
sent out by the owners of the stock and 
the holders of the b >nds of this bank in 
England, and that his business is to su- 
pervise the manage nent of the institu- 
tion, to examine into its rctual condition, 
to make confidential reports to his employ- 
ers, and to take care that their interests 
are duly attended to The magnitude 
of the ivterest which the English have 
in this bank would justify them in thus 
possessing themselves of inside views of 
ts situation. That interest is now near 
thirty millions of dollars, the loans and 
bonds in Euglang’ being added to to the 
stock;- and these thirty millions are e- 
nough to justify the superintendence of 
a confidential agent. By the charter no 
foreigner can he a director of that bank 
but Mr. Cowell is behooved to be as po- 
tential as Mi . Biddle himself; and thus 
with mt the name, becomes joint master 
with Mr. Biddle over the automatons, 
called directors, which, like the litltle i- 
vory figures on the chess board, are shov- 
ed on and off by the players. After all, 
one great point is gained by the Ameri- 
can people, and that is the identification 
of the British character of this bank! 
The mission of Mr. Cowell — his station 
in the bank — his evident authority over 
ii — the deference, devotion, and respect 
wiih which he is treated by i lie bank cir- 
jcles, all attest the character of the in- 
[slitn'ion as a mere British bank, now mi- 
lder the actual supervision of a fresh im.| 
ported alien Briisli agent! And this is 
the institution which was at the bnttom 
of the CONSPIRACY which stopped 
the banks last spring, and is at the head 
of the COMBINATION which prevents 
the resumption of specie payments now.
